Vienna. — The Reichspost_ which 
publighes,a report from a reliable per- 
sonality whose name is not mentioned, 
stating that 25,000 Albanians have 
been slaughtered by Servians and com- 
itadjis in old Servia and along the 
routes taken by the Servian forces in 
‘the march to the Adfiatic, «> 

At Uskub the writer of the 4 
counted thirty-eight wells filled with 
Albanian corpses, the Servians find- 
ing the frozen ground too hard tg dig 
graves. At Ferlsovitch, where the 


were killed, only-three Mohametan Al- 
banians over 15 years of age being 
left alive. : 

Five thousand Albanians were killed 
at Prishtina. The writer admits that 
the Turkish officers here misused the 
white flag, and the Servians in revenge 
slaughtered hundreds of families down | 
to children in the cradles. * 

There was no resistance at Priz- 
tend, but 400 persons were killed in 
the first few days after the entry of 
the Servian troops.
